The Master Farm Family pro- 
gram will be carried on this year 
as it has previously. The objective 
of this program is to honor farm 
families who have achieved notable 
success as farming citizens of the 
province. It is also designed to 
draw attention to these farmers 
and thusly demonstrate the suc- 
cessful livelihood farm families can 
achieve. In doing this, the pro- 
gram with these awards helps to 
set high ideals in agriculture and 
rural citizenship which the rising 
generation may set their sights on. 

A farm family may be nominated 
to this program by three farmers 
who know this family. The nomi- 
nee must then consent to this nom- 
ination. The nomination must be 
in the hands of the local district 
agriculturist by June 1st of the year 


farmed for 20 consecutive years. 

In the selection of judges of these 
awards, a regular pattern is follow- 
ed. The province is divided into a 
number of districts. Within each 
district there are a number of units, 


| these units are the district agri- 


culturist’s territory. He and the 
district home economist, a resident 
farmer and resident farm woman 
visit an’ evaluate the farm famil- 
ies entered. From this valuation 
they decide on the top from their 
unit and enter this family in the 
regional division. These are later 
judged by provincial committees. 

In the scoring of a Master Farm 
family, as the name implies, the 
family life and activities at home 
and their ‘contributions to com- 
munity affairs are considered and 
scored along with the farming pro- 
gram, livestock, buildings, crop- 
pings and enterprises. 

As is indicated, this program is 
an award for the family living on 
the farm and the award gives rec- 
ognition to the family which won 
it and to the district in which they 
reside. Anyone who is further in- 
terested can obtain nomination 
forms and additional information 
from the D.A.’s office.
